Pushing the Parcel Post. 


The postofi'ice department has perfected a plan for bringing' 


farmers-and cily'people'into direct contact through the parcel 
pos;Karjd 
;:tlHis reducing the cost of Hying. Ever since the par- 


celj:p6i't:'.was established it has beerrfell'. by the department 
aitf) others that there were valuable possibilities along this 
lih'e' but farmers and consumers have failed to work out any- 
tl\&i#iike a'system-for getting together, and so the department 
: hill/iiistituted a plan which it is hoped will do the business. 


'•'Te'ii.cities.scattered from Boston to San Francisco, both of 
which-are included in the-list, have been selected for the ex- 


. pe$ment, which is extremely simple. 
The postmasters of 


ih£se cities have been directed to receive the names of persons 
•who-are .prepared to supply farm produce in retail quantities 
by parcel post. Lists of these names, showing the kind and 
quantity of commodities that can be supplied, will be printed 
and distributed among the people of- the cities, who will thus 
be enabled to get into communication with the producers and 
submit their orders. The only cost of transportation will he 
the postage, which is very small, and it.is fell by the postollice 
; Authorities that by a proper use of.-the means provided people 
in the cities will be able to procure-many farm products at less 
than their present cost, while iiv most'cases the farmers will 
get belter prices than lhey-iio\v receive; in short, that, so far as 
the system is availed of, the middleman will be cut out and the 
saving divided between the,producer ji'nd the consumer. 


It will be interesting to: watch the-operation of this plan. 


There is in it nothing new'excepting the means taken to bring 
producers and consumers'together, "the opportunity for this 
sort of thing having existed since the establishment of the par- 
cel post. H is an opportunity: that has-been improved to.some 
extent. The government is of the opinion that the privilege 
should be more widely availed of, hence the step taken It 
bring it more sharply to the attention'of those at the producing 


"" and consuming ends of the line. 
Just how practical anc 


profitable this means of distribution will prove remains lo be 
seen, but now that the facility has been provided it should be 
given a fair trial, to the end thai the value of the parcel pos 
as a factor in reducing the cost of living may be generally un 
derstood. .
